The new sieamer Weston, on her first 
trip from Cincinnati to St. Louis: was 
sunk on the night of the 20th ult-, in the 
Mississippi river. She came in collision’ 
with the Allaquippa at the ‘Devil's Back | 


St- Loais. The Allaquippa struck her 
quartering near the capstan, and pene- 
rated almo.t to ber boilers. literally out | 
uug her in two this situation Capt.’

entirely under water; but he ordered*his.

As fur 
as could be ascertained, only two child- 
ren were drowned of the 250 or 300 pas- 
sengers on board.
